HOSPITALS

The Minister for Agriculture desires to in- 
form purchasers and sellers of barley that 
the Home-Grown Barley (Minimum Prices) 
Order, 1934, which came into operation on 
the Ist November, 1934, is still in force, and 
that: accordingly registered oats and barley 
dealers are required to pay the minimum 
prices fixed by the Order for barley of the 
present season's crop. The highest price is 
7s. 6d. per cwt. for home-grown barley having 
a bushel weight of not less than 56 pounds, 
and the lowest price 1s 6s. 6d, per cwt. for 
barley having a bushel weight of less than 
49 pounds, Between those amounts the price 
falls at the rate of lid. per cwt. for every 
pound fall in the bushel weight.

I found the mentality of 
all film people who approached me to be as 
singularly and exotically different from that 
of the rest of humanity, as some fabulous 
legend of antiquity.

The Count 
intends to lay claim shortly to the 
Viscounty in the Peerage of Ireland, of 
which he was deprived during the War 
because of the fact that he served with 
the Austrian Army against the Allies. .

Moore Abbey is, however, 
Lady Patricia’s own ancestral roof tree, 
for she is the daughter of the Earl of 
Drogheda. As Lady Patricia Moore, she 
married Sir Herbert Latham about two 
ago. He is the second Baronet. 


Swans 


It was welcome news to lovers of birds 
that the protection of swans is a subject 
in which the Free State Government 1s 
interested, and it may surprise some of 
them to know that, as far back as the 
seventeenth century, English laws for the 
protection of these birds were many and 
strict. In a pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Laws, 
Orders and Customs of Swans,’’ I read 
that; “if any person take away the 
ece or egas of swans, every such offender 
shall be imprisoned a year and a day.’’ 
Again, “ if any dog shall drive away any 
swan from her nest, the owner of such a 
dog shall forfeit thirty shillings and four- 
pence; but if any dog shall kill any old 
swan the owner of that dog shall forfeit 
ferty shillings, whether he be present or 
not.’’ 

‘Tf there be any weirs upon the river 
not having grates before them,” is another 
clause, ‘‘ whereby the swans and cygnets 
may be defended from drowning, the owner 
of such weirs shall forfeit to the King 
thirteen and fourpence.”*

very proud of their swans, and, judging 
from the enthusiasm of every resident 
who spoke of the birds, a visitor came to 
the conclusion that nothing short of lynch- 


ing would be the fate of anyone who 
molested them, In the winter three 
hundred swans visit Glynn; even now 


there are numbers of them on the tidal 
lough, where they go inland as far as the 
stone bridge at Ballycarry and seaward 
as far as Larne. At low tide they wander 
awkwardly about the mud flats, with a 
complete absence of the grace that is dis- 
played by them when they swim. The 
swans breed on two large ponds close to 
the village, and there are many thrilling 
stories of the reception by the birds of 
foolish people who go too near to the 
nests; but 1$ is agreed that these people 
should know better. ‘‘ When the swans 
has a nest,” an old man said, ‘‘ they want 
no one there only their own two selves.”’ 
Inspired, perhaps, by the snowy birds, 
Glynn has the proud reputation of being 
the cleanest village in Northern Ireland.

Shell Houses

“ We had only just turned our backs,’ 
said the witness, “when we heard a shot. 


We got on the grass margin in the avenue 
in order to look into the outer yard. 1 saw 


my sister lying on the ground near the 
gate leading into the inner yard.

‘When the defence objected to a question by 
Mr. O'Connor, asking if the witness knew 
the accused man as normal or abnormal, 
Justice Sullivan said that he would admit 
the question, but would note Mr. O’Driscoll's 
objection, 

Witness then said that she always knew 
the accused man to be an ordinary normal 
man. 

Robert Jeffers, Killahira, Glounthane, gave 
corroborative evidence, but did not identify 
the man whom he had seen as the accused 
man. The man wore a dark suit, and was 
about. 5 feet 7 inches in height. Once, 
previous to the night of July 28, he had 
spoken to the accused man, and that would 
be about two months previously. The man 


in the avenue that night resembled the 
accused man in height and build, 
Patrick O’Brien, Carberytown, Clanmire, 


a farm labourer, in the employment of Mr. 
Thomas Cahill for the past fifteen years, said 
that he we? 's en outhouse in the inner 
farmyard, and the deceased girl was a niece of 
his. On the evening of July 28th witness 
and his brother had had a couple of drinks 
at O'Leary s public-house with the accused, 
James Cahill. Witness went back to Cahill’s 
about 9.50 p.m.—he did not know. whether 
Cahill had left the public-house before him or 
not—and witness went to bed. 

Continuing, the witness said that he moved 
towards the accused man, who hit him with 
his fist in the right eve, and then wort 
out through the gate to the outer yard. 
At this time he had not seen the girl’s 
body, and had not known that she was snot. 
and he went immediately to his room. It 
was about midnight when he first heard 
of the occurrence. He knew the accused man 
since he was a child. 

In reply to Mr. O'Connor, the witness 
said that he knew the accused man to be 
an ordinary sensible man. 

Mr. O'Driscoll objected to the asking of 
this question, and the Justice said that he 
would note the objection, 

Continuing, the witness said that, as far 
as he could see, the man was erfectly sober 
on this night. For three SN é previous to 
the shooting the deceased girl and James 
Cahill had not been on speaking terms. 
During this time witness had sometimes seen 
the accused man staring at the girl. 

Thomas Cahill, the dead girls employer, 
said that he was living with his brother 
James (the accused man) and his sister. 
For the past three years his brother and 
himself had not been on speaking terms, 
and he conveyed any instructions to his 
brother through one of their employés, and 
sometimes through the deceased girl, Mary 
Hickey. For some two or three weeks 
previous to the occurrence he knew that the 
deceased girl and his brother had not been 
on speaking terms. On one occasion the 
deceased girl refused to convey his instruc- 
tions. On the night of July 28th he saw 
his brother at Brooklodge Bridge about 9.30, 
and he was then proceeding in the direction 
of home. He was alone, and was sober. 
In consequence of what he heard he went 
to his own house and arrived there about 
11.15 p.m. When he arrived in the outer 
yard he saw the body of Mary Hickey lying 
there. He saw his gun in the yard, and 
on opening it he found that there was a 
discharged cartridge in one barrel and the 
other barrel was empty. He put the gun 
back where he had found it. rlier in the 
evening the gun was up in the cupboard in 
the kitchen, and he had never seen: his 
brother use the gun, 

Other evidence having been heard, 

Ír. O'Connor asked for an adjournment

The 
native claimed that the “plane was lying 
very low. It appeared suddenly, circled 
several times, and finally settled down on 
a small river near the camp. The two men 
climbed out, one wearing ‘rag on sore eye, 
other big man with boots.’ The big man 
asked the direction of Point Barrow and the 
distance, then climbed back into the “plane, 
which taxied of to the far side of the river 
for the take-off. 


ENGINE, STALLED... | 


“After a short run the ’plane slowly’ lifted 
to about a height of fifty feet, banking 
slightly to the right, when evidently ‘the 
engine stalled. The ‘plane nosed down imto 
the water, turning over completely.’ The 
native claimed that a dull explosion o¢curred, 


native, frightened by the explosion, turned 
and ran, but soon controlled his fright and 
returned, calling loudly to the men in the 
‘plane. Receiving no answer .he decided to 
come to Point Barrow for help. “s 

“ We quickly assembled a crew of fourteen 
Eskimos and departed in an open whale- 
boat. Hampered by the recent ice floes 
and an adverse current, it tóók nearly three 
hours to reach our destination. The dense 
fog and semi-darkness gave the upturned 
‘plane a most ghostly appearance. Our 
hearts were chilled at the thonght of what 
we might find. As we approached we soon 
realised that no human being could possibly 
survive that terrific crash. The ’plane was 
nothing but a huge mass of twisted and 
broken wood and metal. 


A DIFFICULT JOB 


“The natives by this time had managed to 
cut; into the cabin, and had extricated the 
body of Rogers. We soon learned that we 
should have a difficult job in freemg Post, 
as the 'plane had struck the ground at such 
terrific speed that the engine had been forced 
well .back into -the cabin, pinning Post's 
body securely. With some little difficulty 
we managed to tear the ‘plane apart, and 
eventually released Post’s body, Both bodies 
were carefully wrapped in eiderdown sleeping 
bags, found in the wreckage, and placed in 
the: boat. 

“ As we started back one Eskimo boy 
began to sing a hymn in Eskimo, and soon 
all the voices whined in the singing. They 
continued till we arrived at Barrow, whiere 
we silently bore the bodies to the hospital, 
where they were prepared and dressed. It 
is doubtful if a person in this little village 
slept that night. We all sat around at the 
hospital with bowed heads and little or no 
talking.”

LYNCH ANNIVERSARY

SPEECHES BY DR. O’HIGGINS 
AND COMDT. CRONIN 


Commandant Cronin, Director-General of 
the League of Youth, spoke: at Cork: yester-

RESCUED FROM THE SEA

GREYSTONES, Sunday. 

A woman visitor from England, Luise 
Wyng, aged thirty-seven years, had a 
wonderful escape from death on Saturday 
night, when oe fell about seventy feet 
down a cliff at Bray Head. She was 
rescued by motor-boat, and is now in St. 
Columcille’s Hospital, Loughlinstown, in 
a precarious condition. 

t appears that at about 8 p.m. she was 
sitting alone on a very dangerous portion 
of the cliff at Bray Head tunnel, near the 
Brandy Hole. A railway flagman, who 
pairols the line at this point and flags 
trains around the Head, had noticed her 
sitting there. After about half an hour 
he suddenly found that she had disap- 
peared. He investigated immediately, 
and on going around the other side of the 
cliff was horrified to find that the woman 
had fallen more than seventy feet down 
the cliff into the sea, She had become 
partly wedged in the creek, which saved 
her from being washed out to sea. 

The flagman could not get to where she 
lay. He sent word at once to Bray Rail- 
way Station. The Greystones Civic Guard 
were thereupon notified by telephone, and 
they, with two boatmen, manned. a rowing 
boat at the harbour to go to the rescue. 

The well-known speed boat Miss Ireland 
(owned by the racing motorist, Mr, 
Charles H. Manders), which had been 
operating in connection with the lifeboat 
flag day, soon afterwards sped away also 
to the woman’s assistance. It was driven 
by Mr. R, F. Archer, and carried first-aid 
outfit. : 

Miss Wyng was found to have a terrible 
gash on her head, one arm was broken, 
she had other severe injuries, and she was 
unconscious. The rescrers gave first-aid, 
and the rowing boat brought her back to 
Greystones, where she was attended at the 
Guards’ station by Dr. Eccles. Later she 
was conveyed by motor ambulance to the 
hospital, where she now lies in a pre- 
carious condition after her terrible ex- 
perience.

AMERICAN ARMY USES 
TAXICABS 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Saturday. 


The greatest peace-time manceuvres in 
the history of the United States Army, to 
be carried on over a four hundred-mile 
front and involving some 55,000 officers 
and men, begin to-day in Upper New 
York State, and will continue until 
August 3lst. 

The week-end will be taken up with the 
concentration of the troops, and on Mon, 
day “war” will break out between a 
Red and a Blue army, The mancuvres 
will be the most highly mechanised in 
American history. e purpose of the 
manceuvres, the War Office says, is to 
test, under actual war conditions, the new 
field organisation. 

Just as General Gallieni, of France, 
utilised taxi-cabs from the streets of Paris 
to rush troops to save the first battle of 
the Marne, so the United States War 
Department has used taxi-cabs to get 
many of the soldiers to the scene of the 
present manceuvres, no fewer than 269 of 
these cabs being hired. 

President Roosevelt may appear at the 
manceuvres for one day, and take personal 
charge as Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Army.

OLDEST RITE IN THE 
WORLD 


THE INSPIRATION OF 
THE GRAPE 


FF“ 
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RAPES are the earth's pfoduct which 
G since time immemorial has been mostly 

appreciated and praised by men. They 
have always retained a place of honour in 
popular legends, traditions and in history; 
they appear in a great many mystic and 
sacred rites; and they have inspired famous 
artists and poets in all epochs. 

On the prosperous Italian land, the gather- 
ing of grapes, their plucking from vineyards 
and from vines clinging to trees, is one of 
the most important events which takes place 
in autumn. The picturesque vintage festivals, 
so colourful and gay, are among the greatest 
attractions of the mild autumn season. Ripe, 
heavy bunches of golden and purple grapes 
ares half-hidden, by the vine leaves, which 
here and there yield their bright green 
colouring to softer shades of red and yellow. 


THE NEW WINE 


The air is fragrant with the strong perfume 
of the new wine. No one misses this merry 
festival, which is a well-deserved reward for 
those who have worked the land and have 
patiently waited. Vine cultivation is as old 
as the world, and probably the vintage is 
the most ancient rite celebrated by man. 

Dante said that the juice of the grapes 
blessed by the sun becomes wine; and wine 
has always brought relief to men in their 
sorrowful hours, strength to the workers, 
and merriment to every feast. 

The cultivation of vines, which is extremely 
intense all over Italy, is done in the different 
regions with the most varying methods. 

In the North, among the dark fir-tree 
woods of the Dolomites, grapes hanging from 
small pergolas seem to absorb eagerly the 
vital heat of the sun; on the Piedmontese 
hills they trail from strong cane supports 
lined along the fields; in the Venetian and 
Emilian regions grape-vines hang in festoons 
between rows of mulberry-trees. These 
regions are famous for their fertility, and 
have been praised more than a century ago 
by Arthur Young as one of the most beau- 
tiful lands in the world. 


VINE AND OLIVE 


The whole of Tuscany is one large exhibi- 
tion of vines clinging to the cypresses and 
silvery olive-trees that grace this region. 

On the farms of the Castelli Romani vines 
are grown among cane fields, while in the. 
Campania, one of the richest and most famous 
vine territories of Italy, they are supported 
by high poplar-trees. 

In Apulia vines are grown very near the 
ground, and the grapes are large and juicy. 

In Calabria the hard work of men won a 
hard battle by transforming the barren sea 
coast into most productive vineyards. In 
Sicily, where the earth is exceptionally fertile 
vines grow among orange and lemon planta- 
tions, even on the slopes of Mount Etna. 

In the picturesque Island of Sardinia they 
stretch their branches among cork-tree woods, 
and here the mildness of the climate allows 
a large production of the most fragrant 
Italian wines. 

The festivals which since the remotest times 
take place during the vintage season have 
been uninterruptedly repeated every year with 
all their tradttional rites. These festivals in- 
clude colourful parades of peasants dressed 
in their old traditional costumes, riding on 
painted carts drawn by white oxen and 
strong horses. The air is filled with music 
and songs. castanets, barrel organs, bag- 
pipes and guitars play an important part in 
the general merriment. Bunches of grapes 
fill large adorned baskets, or are heaped up 
in vine-casks, and distributed around while 
the parade proceeds. Singing and dancing 
goes on throughout the whole night in a 
happy and gay atmosphere.

“* Damascus is afire!’’ In literary history, 
then, the year 1935 will be marked with a 
rubric. Last week another book of 
Lawrence's—his translation of Homer’s 
Odyssey—was given in the same manner to 
the world, 1t was known already to a rich 
few in America, but now a public edition 
has been issued in England, and all tmay 
read a work of scholarship to which 
Lawrence devoted his furious energy 
during four years of retirement after his 


earth. This strange work, many critics 
think, is. another enrichment of English 
letters, and possesses something of classic 
rank. | 

What drew Lawrence, the most romantic 
figure of the World War, the destroyer of 
Turkish power, the maker of short-lived 
kingdoms, the friend of warriors of the 
desert, a dweller in tents, a baffled 
counsellor of the world-shaping statesmen 
of Versailles—what drew him to the 
world’s oldest poet and a bookish task? 
Doubtless he was moved by recognition of 
his own portrait in Homer's opening lines 
concerning 


the various-minded man who, after he 
had plundered the innermost citadel of 
hallowed Troy, was made to stray 
grievously about the coasts of men, the 
sport of their customs, good or bad, 
while his heart through ali the sea-faring 
ached in an agony to redeem himself and 
bring his company safe home. 


Doubtless, too, Lawrence pursued the 
translation of that passage with a feeling 
that what followed fitted precisely the 
fumbling work of the peacemakers: 


Vain hope! For them—for his fellows— 
he strove in vain. Their own witlessness 
cast them away, the fools! to destroy for 
meat the oxen of the most-exalted sun; 
wherefore, the sun-god blotted out the 
day of their return, 


It was his own prayer that followed: 
‘* Make the tale live for us in al] its bear- 
ings, O Muse!” Using an unconventional 
English style, fiercely vigorous, Lawrence 
made of the Odyssey a work of his own 
mind and his own age, even as Elizabethan 
translators made contemporaries of. the 
ancient classics. In his pages the fall of 
Troy becomes an allegory of the fall of 
the world that was before our own Great 
War, and the wanderings of Odysseus an 
image of the bewilderment of our own war- 
harried generation in the years of un- 
peaceful peace. Ten years Odysseus 
laboured in exile, “ so sick with longing to 
see if it were but the smoke of his home 
spiring up that he prayed for death ”'; and 
that famous passage well might describe 
the sixteen years in which the millions 
who went to the battlefield at the call of 
duty have toiled and longed to see that 
freedom and their people’s peace for which 
they fought. Ten years after the burning 
of Troy Odysseus came home, and renewed, 
though late, the happy ‘island life of his 
youth, Sixteen years after the burning of 
Damascus Lawrence lies newly dead, his 
hopes unfulfilled, and his Arab comrades 
still lacking their peace in their natural 
heritage. 

In these over-hurried and unlearned 
days, Homer's voice has been made heard 
once again, and the Odyssey has been given 
fresh life as a sort of ‘‘ best-seller.” This 
has happened, however, in a_ novel 
fashion; for never before was the purely 
poetic element in Homer so neglected. 
Lawrence has no use for those venerable 
epithets which, to readers of old-fashioned 
taste, are almost vital to the theme, If 
the classics are speaking again, it is in a 
highly unclassical manner. ‘There 16 no 
music here, but the noise of battle and of 
rending walls ; no verse, but a harsh prose. 
It was the historian, not the bard, that 
Lawrence discerned in his original. This, 
perhaps, is the most remarkable symptom 
in the work, What Lawrence discovered 
in Homer was latent in the Odyssey down 
the ages, but it needed a mind of the 
present world to recognise it, These days 
of ours alone have the harshness that must 
have filled the gean world, when an old 
city—one of many, the. rest of which found 
no sacred bard—lay ravaged and burned, 
while a new race built less elaborate 
towns, and strove towards an empery of 
its own. A convulsion has shaken Europe 
afresh, throwing down ruins on which 
who can tell what new powers will rise,

ow then are we to reconcile the present

To 
this end they persuaded the aged monarch 
to take a holiday at a place many miles 
distant from his’ capital, and, having 
seized the reins of power, rang him up on 
the telephone, and told him he was no 
longer king. Thus was desert, etiquette 
satisfied ; for none of the King's erstwhile 
friends had the distasteful job of facing 
the enraged Husain, who fretted and 
fumed to no avail, since the breaker of the 
news, having accomplished his task, imme- 
diately restored the instrument to its hook. 


Government Buildings 


When the Free State was established 
the Government and the new Civil Service 
had to make shift with any buildings 
which existed #.the time and seemed 
fairly suitable for the purpose. The result, 
although it has ‘not been so unsatisfactory | 
as might have been imagined, has not 
Leinster 
House and the College of Science formed a 
good nucleus for the Parliament and some 
of the chief Departments of State, but the 
other Government offices, which ought to 
have been grouped as closely as possible 
around this centre, have been forced to | 
find their homes wherever a home was 
possible. Accordingly, branches of the 
Civil Service must be sought almost all 
over Dublin—some near at hand to their 
natural centre, and others at the opposite 
end of the city. Dublin cannot boast of 
any headquarters so satisiactory as 
Stormont, and it seems very unlikely that 
the State will have either the money or 
the inclination to provide one in the 
future. At the same time, it is obviously 
necessary that the work of government 
should be centralised as much as possible, 
and the decision to build new offices on 
the site of Maple’s Hotel is welcome. 
They will provide a badly needed home 
for. the Department. of Industry and 
Commerce—whose dismembered parts at! 
present are to be found in the most 
unexpected places—and they will be 
within a stone’s throw of Leinster House. 
The site in Kildare street has been lying 
deserted for many years ever since te old 
hotel was burned down, and we hope that 
the competition that will be held for the 
design will result in a building which will 
harmonise with its dignified neighbours. 
Tt is a pity, undoubtedly, that the 
Government offices cannot be grouped all 
together in a definite plan, but that ideal 
seems to be unachievable. If the State, 
however, can make a miniature White- 
hall in Merrion street and Kildare street 
it will, at least, have improved on the 
present situation.

CENSORSHIP OF FILMS

Sin,—There seems to be a tendency to con- 
fuse the words ‘‘ censorship’’ and probibition 
among film censors in this country. Some of 
the pictures that 1 have seen here recently 
had been so badly mauled that they could 
not have been dished up as public entertain- 
ment in any other eee. . They might not 
have been recognised by their directors. The 
films 1 saw had beer passed through the 
Free State censcrship mangle. : 

It is impossible to conceive a satisfactory 
censorship based on juvenile requirements. 
Under the present svstem neither adults nor 
children are being satisfied. Adults see films 
that are mutilated in a way which, from 
their view-pomt, is senseless; and, in view 
of the recent pronouncements of the judiciar 
connecting the increase in juv-nile crime wit 
the influence of certain films, it is equally 
clear that the young people are not seeing 
good pictures. One cannot hope to censor 
with any degree of success for children and 
adults alike. The difficulty could be over- 
come by introduci1g the Adult ™ and “ Uni- 
versal”’ system of certification. There is a 
clause in the Act dealing with the censorship 
of films allowing for this, and I think the 
system should be put into operation. All 
that remains Peace be to exclude children 
from the “A” films.—Yours, etc.,

The Cunard-White Star liner Laurentic 


(18,724 tons), which left Liverpool on 


Saturday night with over 600 passengers

and with six of her crew dead and five 


injured, 
A few hours after she had left Liverpool 
a collision occurred near the Skerries, in 


the Irish Sea, with the 10,000-ton Blue 


Star Line freighter Napier Star, which, 
carrying a crew of 72, was calling at Liver- 
pool on her way from Glasgow to New 
Zealand. 

The vessels met bow to bow. The Napier 
Star’s bows were crumpled in. A great 
gash cleft the starboard side of the 
Laurentic from deck to water-line a few 
yards behind the bows. 

Both ships reached Liverpool under their 
own steam.and accompanied by tugs. 


HOLIDAY-MAKERS 
The Laurentic’s company of happy 
holiday-makers included the Earl and 


Countess of Bradford, Sir E. M. Archdale, 
M.P. ; Lady Hildebrand Harmsworth, Mr. 
D. de Larrinaga, a member of a Liverpool 
shipping firm; Lord Provost Hunter, of 
Perth, and Mr. Potter, editor of the 
Northern Daily Mail. 

A mist hung over the sea. Most of the 
passengers had retired to their cabins, and 
when the collision oecurred stewards and 
members of the crew went from door to 
door asking them to put on lifebelts and 
to stand by lifeboat stations. 

Some of the passengers at first thought 
that -it was one of the boat drills. They 
all paid tribute to the steadiness of the 
crew. “How could there be any panic?”’ 
asked one passenger, “when they all 


behaved so splendidly. We all felt 
perfect safe.” 


PLATES DHIVEN IN 


Meantime, unknown to the passengers, 
tragedy had struck at the holiday ship. 
Opposite the sleeping quarters of some of 
the crew plates were severed, twisted and 
forced in towards the men’s cabins. Fortu- 
nateay not all the members of the watch 
which occupied that part of the ship were 
in their quarters. Had the collision been 
on the other side fifty men would have 
been trapped. 

Some of the men in the damaged cabins

were killed outright, while companions 


beside them escaped without a scratch. 
Among those who escaped death was a 17- 
year-old boy seaman named Macdonald. 
The plates of the Laurentic were driven 
in around him. It was impossible for him 
to escape, but the plates protected him 
from falling débris, His shinmates could 
do nothing to release him. Hurt though 
he was, he remained cheerful, smoked 
cigarettes, and sipped brandy which was 
handed down to him. He remained a 
prisoner for hours while the ship slowly 
made\her way back to Liverpool. 


2 BOWS HEROISM 


At the Mersey Bar she was met by the 
Mersey Docks and Harbour Board vessel 
salver. which had brought oxy-acetylene 
apparatus to cut away the plates. The 
two ships hove to. The apparatus was 
brought into action, and soothe injured 
boy was lowered into a motor boat. Then 
he was hoisted back to his own ship and 
taken to hospital. 

Everything possible was done to rescue 
the trapped members of the crew. Officers 
and men tried with axes to cut their way 
through the débris. When daylight came 
it was possible to see the extent of the 
damage. At the deck level the break was 
more than twenty feet across. Just above 
the water-line it was almost wide enough 
to admit a small motor car. Had the 
boats met twenty feet nearer the centre 
of the Laurentic the hole made by the

NEARING LIVERPOOL 


News: of the collision had spread 
quickly, and thousands of people gathered 
along the river banks in the brilliant sun- 
shine to watch the two ships make their 
wav to a safe anchorage in the docks. 

The Laurentic, accompanied by tugs, 
rode bravely, without any sign of a list. 
Her passengers, crowding the upper deck, 
cave a holiday impression, but the flag 
that flew at half-mast and the great gap 
in her side, through which showed pitiful 
fragments of torn bedding and a white 
chair seemingly hanging in space, told of 
the tragedy. Men on the shore raised 
their hats reverently as the liner passed 
slowly up -the river, down which she had 
sailed in gala mood only a round of the 
clock earlier. 

Outside the Gladstone Dock great crowds 
gathered, seamen who sought news of 
comrades and white-faced mothers. After 
the Laurentic had berthed it was possible 
to gather some idea of what had happened. 


BUNK ON TOP OF HIM 


The members of the ship’s band had 
narrow escapes. Mr, Fred. Gillotson, o 
Blackburn, said that he awoke to find a 
bunk coming through on top of him from 
another cabin. ‘I wondered what would 
happen next.” he said. “When water 
began to pour in from the storage tanks 
I decided to get out.

He dived into the 
water through the hole which had been 
made by the collision, and he was picked 


up. 

When the vessel had docked the 
passengers were disembarked, and they

than twenty-four hours on the water.

A DELAYED START 


The collision might never have occurred 
but for a heavy downpour of rain in Liver- 
pool on Saturday night. The Laurentic 
was due to sail from the Mersey at six, 
but owing to the rain the baggage could 
not be loaded in time, and the vessel 
left. behind schedule. 

Mr. Len Backhouse, of Great Crosby, 
Liverpool, a saxophonist in the ship’s 
orchestra, said, in an interview, that he 
had just turned out the light and was 
going to bed when he heard the syren 
blowing.  ‘‘ There was a terrible crash,” 
he said, “ and sparks flashed across my 
porthole as the iron plates were torn 
apart. There was an avalanche of plaster 
and splintered wood, and I saw the parti- 
tion of the next cabin crash in. I was un- 
injured, but my friend, Mr. Holecroft, 
who was sleeping in the next cabin, was 
killed.”’ 


THE FREIGHTER 


When the Napier Star docked at her 
berth no one but officials was allowed on 
board. The forward part of her bow was 
smashed in for twenty feet. The forecastle 
house had been carried away, and the 
forward winches were hanging over the 
side. Huge plates were broken and 
buckled. The only part of the name that 
could be seen were the letters “ier.” No 
one was injured on the Blue Star boat. 
The crew slept aft. 

The collision occurred only three hours 
after the Laurentic had left Liverpool at 
11 o’clock on Saturday night for her cruise. 
She returned to berth at Liverpool between 
2 and 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Passengers on the Laurentic praised the 
way in which the officers and crew of the 
Laurentic dealt with the situation and 
allayed all the fears of those on board. 
After the ship had berthed some of the

vans, when others bore out sorrowful 
burdens—the coffins containing their dead 
comrades.

66 We will take part in a Naval Con- 

ference convened in accordance 
with the Washington Treaty,” declared 
ihe spokesman of the Japanese Ministry 
vf Marine yesterday to the Tokyo Corre- 
pondent of the Havas Agency. ‘‘ We are 
not bound to it, however,” he said, “if 
the programme is solely based on the 
British proposals. After December ólst 
there can no longer be any question of 
the convocation of the Conference pro- 
vided by the Washington Treaty, but only 
of an entirely new Conference, which we 
will only accept.if our principles of naval 
disarmament are previously admitted. 
Otherwise we prefer to remain without 
the treaty. The British notification does 
not require a reply. But I think it will 
be necessary to make known our view- 
to the British Government. Personally, I 
think the convocation: of the Conference 
useless, if it is based on qualitative limita- 
tion,”’ 

A Foreign Office spokesman gah 
expressed his appreciation of the Britis 
Government’s efforts to advance the cause 
of naval limitation, “‘Japan expects,”’ 
he said, ‘* that Britain will shortly Hepes 
new ideas on naval limitation, which 
Japan will be prepared to study in the 
light of her earnest desire for a successful 
international naval¢agreement.’’ 

Reports appearing in the Japanese 
Press to the effect that Japan, suspicious 
of Britain’s motives, might therefore 
decline to participate in multilateral talks, 
were, continued the spokesman, untrue. 
Britain, he said, was acting in accordance 
with the policy agreed at the termination 
of the three-Power discussions last De- 
cember. | 

With regard to recent announcements 
by British Ministers, the spokesman ad- 
mitted that, while these apparently 
acknowledged Japan’s demands for the 
abolition of ratios, the acceptance of 
common ‘“‘upper limits’’ might, actually 
involve inequalities in tonnage, thus con- 
flicting with Japan’s demands for parity. 
‘We neither accept nor reject the idea,” 
he added. 

It was announced on Thursday that the 
British Government had notified the other 


Naval Treaties of their opinion that a 
conference should be held in London in 
October, but that no invitations could be 
issued until an exchange of views had 
shown that the conference could usefully 
meet at the 2 date. Japan de- 
nounced: the Washington Treaty at the 
end of last year.

Her 
brother, Mr. Richard Cantwell, put up a 
desperate struggle, but was so exhausted 
when taken out of the water that he re-

TRAPPED IN 
BURNING HOUSE 


EXCITING SCENES AT 
BIG CITY FIRE

'THRILING rescues were witnessed by 
large crowds last night, when the 
five-storey premises at No. 16 Parnell 
sguare, on the corner of Parvel! 
square and Gardiner’s row, were destroyed 
by fire—the third big outbreak in the 
ae of Dublin city within the last six 
ays. 
* The premises in which the outbreak 
Timed 5 housed the aeerere of the 
Sinn Fein organisation in Dublin city, as 
well as a number of businesses and 
individual residents, who occupied rooms 
from the basement to the top floor. 
Three women who were trap in the 
flames had remarkable escapes from death, 
being rescued’ in the nick of time through 
third-storey windows by members of the 
Fire Brigade. 


TRAPPED IN BUILDING 


As was the case in each of the two out- 
breaks in the city during last week— 
Messrs. Booth’s, Upper Stephen street, 
and Messrs. Brown and Nolan, Fenian 
street—the fire was well under way and 
had a strong grip of the interior of the 
building before the alarm was raised. 
When the first section of the Fire Brigade 
arrived on the scene the flames were 
shooting out of the windows, and people 
in the street were shouting for assistance 
for those known to be in the building. At 
once the fire escape was run up against 
the front of the premises in Parnell 
square, and firemen raced up the ladders 
into the burning building, emerging from 
the third-storey windows with three 
women who had evidently been unable to 
get out of their rooms when the flames had 
gained a grip in the centre of the house. 

The rescued women, one of whom was 
an invalid, were Miss A. G. Higgins, Miss 
Goode and Miss Williams. All three were 


of the firemen, and Miss Goode and Miss 
Higgins, who conducted a dressmaking 
business on the third floor, were taken in 
a fainting condition to An Stad, North 
Frederick street, where they received 
medical treatment for extensive burns on 
the arms, head and legs. 
As far as could be ascertained, the Sinn 
Fein headquarters were not occupied at 
the time of the fire. The ground floor w 
occupied by Messrs. Walsh, Beckett an 
(o., auctioneers and valuers, while Mrs. 
R. Cuddihy lived on the first landing. 
Mrs. James Kavanagh, with her husband 
and three children, lived in the basement 
containing Robinson’s tearooms and café. 


CHILDREN IN DANGER .: 


One of the first people to notice the fire 
was Mrs. Kavanagh, who told an Irish 
Times reporter that at about 10.10 p.m. 
she heard what she thought was a bicycle 
being thrown down the stairway. When 
she went to the door to investigate the 
noise she found the stairs in a mass of 
flame. She rushed back to the basement 
for her three children, and pushed them 
out into the street before her. 

The outbreak was one of Dublin’s 
biggest fires in recent years. It was wit- 
nessed by several thousand people, who 
crowded from all parts of the city into 
North Frederick street and Cavendish row, 
while Gardiner’s row was also thronged 
with a mass of excited people. 

Crowds of young men joined hands at 
one period and formed a chain to keep 
the crowds at a distance. The utmost difh- 
culty was experienced by the Brigade, «Il 
sections of which, with St. John 
Ambulance men, were on the scene s ithin 
a few minutes of the alarm, in tackling 
their task by reason of the encroachment 
of the crowds, which stood hundreds deep, 
with little regard for the lines of hose 
under their feet. 


FIREMEN’S. RISK 
For a long period, too, an adequate 
pressure of water was not available, and 
the throngs saw the firemen waiting help-

EXPORT BOUNTY 
REDUCED

By Our PoLITICAL CORRESPONDENT, 
A NEW order issued by the Minister for 
Agriculture, Dr. Ryan, reduces as 
from August 1 the rate of levy on 
creamery and factory butter from 39s, per 
cwt. to 35s. 

The bounty on butter. exported in 
accordance with the rules of the Butter 
Marketing Committee is reduced from 25s. 
per cwt. to 18s. On butter exported other- 
wise the bounty is fixed at 15s. per cwt. 

The order now made is in accordance 
with the new Dairy Produce (Price 
Stabilisation) Act passed last session. In 
the course of the debates in the Dail Dr. 
Ryan stated that, as it was the intention 
to take a levy only on home-consumed 
butter the amount received under that 
head would be about one-half what it was 
previously. There would be no difference 
in the price to.the home consumer, and 


| the farmers and the creameries would be 


in the same position. Mr. Dillon argued 
that if it was necessary to dispose of 
butter at 77s. per cwt., people in the Free 
State should get the advantage of that 
state of affairs. There was no sense in 
obliging a person in Dublin to pay 1s. 5d. 
per lb. for butter which was retailed in 
Manchester or Liverpool for 10d. per Ib. 


THE ENGLISH MARKET 


Mr. Dillon further urged that the 
Minister had admitted that British 
butter distributors were willing and

ATMOSPHERE OF GLOOM

The three-Power conference resumed its 
labours just after 3.30 this afternoon in 
an atmosphere of gloom. 

Baron Aloisi (Italy) arrived first, alone. 
He was followed by the British delegation 
in full forcee—Mr.. Eden, Sir Robert 
Vansittart, Sir William Malkin, Mr. 
Strang, Mr. Hankey and Mr. Geofirey 
Thompson. 

The French party consisted of M. Laval, 
M. Leger (permanent head of the Quai 
d’Orsay), M. de St. Quentin (head of the 
African Department of the Quai d’Orsay) 
and M. Rochat (his principal private 
secretary ). 

The mass of British and French experts, 
compared with the lone Italian representa- 
tive, caused much comment, mostly pessi- 
mistic. 

M. Laval, Mr. Eden and Baron Aloisi 
then retired for an intimate discussion in 
the French Foreign Minister’s room, while 
the Franco-British experts gathered in 
another office. 

At 5.15 Mr, Eden and Baron Aloisi left 
the Quai d’Orsay, shaking hands on the 
doorstep as they separated. It was then 
announced that an official communiqué 
would be issued in the course of the 
evening. 

It is understood that the proposals for 
granting Italy wide economic rights in 
Abyssinia and a special political status 
were made conditional upon three things. 
These were :— 

(1) The maintenance of the political 
independence and territogial integrity of 
Abyssinia ; . 

(2) The agreement of the Abyssinian 
Government: and 

(3) The agreement of the League of 
Nations.

In addition, Italy 
would appoint ‘‘ advisers’’ to the heads of 
Abyssinian Government departments, in- 
cluding the army. Britain would be 
given special rights over the control of 
the waters of Lake Tsana, which feed 
the Blue Nile, while France would ask 
only for the safeguarding of her rights 
over the railway from Djibuti to Addis 
Ababa. 

These reported ‘‘ suggestions’ are in 
general conformity with the tentative 
Anglo-Italian Agreement of 1925—against 
which Abyssinia protested to the League— 
and the Franco-Italian Agreement of 
January, 1935, by which France “ dis- 
interested ” herself in Abyssinia, 

It Was also proposed that French and 
British financial assistance might be 
granted to Italy to develop the-economic 
exploitation of Abyssinia. It is under- 
stood, however, that-Mr. Eden would not 
agree to the proposal for financial assist- 
ance nor the introduction of Italian 
advisers, until Signor Mussolini’s observa- 
tions should be received. 

The attitude of the Abyssinian Govern- 
ment to these proposals has not been 
indicated. 


NO SURPRISE 


The attitude of the Italian Government 
towards French,.and British suggestions 
for a peaceful settlement of the Abyssinian 
dispute has not caused much surprise in 
conference circles, which have been struck 
since the beginning with the firmness of 
the Italian delegation. The principal 
difficulty from the start has been the 
Italian claim to political suzerainty over 
Ethiopia.

WHAT THE ITALIANS 


WILL FACE

IA foretaste of the heart-breaking diffi- 
culties which an invading Italian army is 
likely to encounter once it leaves the low- 
lands of Abyssinia has been given to 
Reuter’s correspondent, who has just had 
the experience of motoring from Diredawa 
to Jijiga. Although the distance is only 
sixty miles, and the light American lorry 
used was powerful and new, the journey 
took no less than twelve hours. 

The road, cables the correspondent, was 
execrable. Huge boulders dotted its 
guriace, while half a dozen rivers 
en route had to be forded. At one point 
a tropical rainstorm flooded the way, and 
at took the united efforts of twenty-five 
stalwart tribesmen to pull the lorry out. . 
This is the route over which large quan- 
tities of arms and munitions are reported 
abroad to be passing daily from Berbera 
to Abyssinia. Certainly, small quantities 
of rifles and ammunition may be imported 
thus, but it is a physical impossibility to 
fransport artillery or any heavy war 
materiafover such a surface. 

After having travelled for several days 
in country resembling that over which an 
Italian invader would have to advance, one 
is able to get a great impression of the 


enormous difficulties facing an army 
marching into Ethiopia. Firstly there is 
the climate—high altitudes in which 


Europeans can only move slowly alternate 
with swampy marshes ridden with malaria. 


is broken by huge boulders and petrified 

lava streams. ‘Thirdly, there is the amaz- 

ing manner in which the natives can ‘ 
conceal themselves at rest or in movement. 

Indeed, they possess an almost uncanny 

ability to use trees and bushes as cover 

while on the move. 

For example, during my: trip to Jijiga 
to-day there were several occasions on 
which I could have sworn that there was 
nobody within miles of the road. And yet, 
within five minutes of our stopping, 
hundreds of armed men would appear 
magically out of nowhere. 


POOR TARGETS 


In addition, the native villages, though 
numerous, are mostly very small, consist- 
ing of a few thatched huts, only visible a 
few hundred yards away and offering poor 
targets for air bombing. The consensus 
of opinion among well-informed Europeans 
and British Indians along the route over 


which [I have passed is that, if the 
Abyssinians confine their defence to 
guerilla warfare, including constant snip- 


ing and night attacks, the Italians will 
find that they have taken on-a harder task 
than they seem to realise at present. On 
the other hand, if the Ethiopians mass 
their forces and attempt war in the 
European manner, the crushing Italian 
superiority in modern war materials 
should give them an easy victory.

DEATH OF SIR JOHN 
ROSS . 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN 

APPOINTMENT

Member of Parliament for Londonderry, 
crossed from London, and was with his father 
during the greater portion of his illness. 

Sir John Ross was an Ulsterman. He 
was born in Londonderry in 1854, the second 
son of the Rev. Robert Ross, D.D. He 
received his early education at Foyle College, 
from which he passed to Trinity College, . 
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rry City, and he was el 
a Unionist. He stayed 
three years, and was beginning to attract 
attention as a debater, when Judge Monroe, 
who was President of the Land Court, re- 
tired. At that time he was only forty-one 
years of age, yet he was appointed to the 
vacant seat on the Bench, He never had 
been a Law Officer of the Crown, and his 
promotion over the heads of many of his 
colleagues wag almost without precedent. <A 
better land judge could not have been chosen, 
as subsequent events proved without doubt. 
He knew the law Jike a book. 

When the Great War broke out Sir John 
Ross began to take a prominent part in the 
care of Ireland's soldiers and sailors. He was 
president of the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
in Ireland, and, as a member of the Joint 
War Committee of the British Red Cross and 
the Order of St. John cf Jerusalem, he was in 
control of all the Red Cross activities in 
race oe emgage He always had taken a 
keen interest in the St. John Brigade, and in 
1914 was made a Knight of Grace of the 
Grand Priorv of the Order, 

Sir John Ross was always a lover of out- 
door sports. He was fond of horses, was 
a good shot, and was captain of the Royal 
Dublin Golf Club in 1909. During his career 
as & judge—a career which extended over 
thirty years—he always made a point of 
helping those of his colleagues on whom 
fortune had not smiled so Sindly as upon 
himself. He engaged in many activities. 
He was appointed a Commissioner of National 
Education in 1905; in 1898 a Commissioner 
of Charitable Bequests and Endowments, 
and in 1899 a Governor of the Royal Drum- 
mond Institution, of which he was also 
chairman. 

He received a baronetcy in 1919. 

In 1924 Sir John Ross published a volume 
of autobiography and reminiscences under 
the title “The Years of my Pilgrimage.” 
Sir John’s name will have a particular place 
in Irish annals as that of the last Lord Chan- 
cellor, Sir John Ross did not clear up the 
mystery of the circumstances connected with 
his appointment as Lord Chancellor. He was 
concerned at the time, as senior Lord Justice, 
in arrangements for the sitting of the Parlia- 
ment for Southern Ireland under the Act of 
1920. “I had all this settled on Saturday, 
On Sunday evening I was rung up by Mr. 
Gerald Horan, the Clerk of the Crown and 
Hanaper. ‘I congratulate you,’ he said: 
‘a warrant has arrived from the King 
directing you te be sworn in as Lord Chan- 
cellor of Ireland to-morrow morning.’ 
was astonished. I had received no letter 
from the Prime Minister offering me the 
post, and the then holder of the office, Sir 
James Campbell, had received, I believe, no 
letter removing him.” 

Speaking at the opening of a bazaar in 
Dublin in 1921, Sir John Ross said there had 
never been a Presbyterian High Court Judge 
until he was appointed. In his career of 
twenty-seven years on the Bench Sir John 
Ross’s decisions were never once reversed by 
the House of Lords. 

In 188% Sir John Ross married Katherine, 
daughter of Colonel Deane Mann, D.L., of 
Dunmoyie, Co. Tyrone.

MR. LUKE J. IRWIN 


Mr. Luke J. Irwin, whose death is 
announced, was the second son of the late 
John Irwin, of Raheen House, Elphin, 
County Roscommon. He was in his ninetieth 
year, and was unmarried.

race in Cork next summer was carried a 
stage further to-day, when members of the 
Irish Motor Racing ‘Club inspected the 
suggested courses. aes : 

ubsequently a meeting was held at the. 
Imperial Hotel, at which the Lord Mayor 
Alderman $. French, presided, and’ 
prominent local motoring enthusiasts and 
a group of influential citizens attended. 

A full discussion took place in regard’ 
to the proposal, and everybody appeared 
satisfied that such an event could be 
arranged. 


Major Niall MacNeill said that, having 
examined the suggested courses, the one 
they favoured was the Old Ballincollig 
road — Carrigrohane — Victoria Cross — 
Dennehy’s Cross Circuit. 

This gives a lap of six or seven miles, 
and, in the opinion of, Mr. R. E. L. 
Fetherstonhaugh, who drove on it recently, 
it should provide a race with lap speeds 
around 90 to 100 miles an hour. 


LONG “STRAIGHT” 


The. visitors were particularly. en- 
thusiastic about the magnificent straight 
stretch of concrete road (Carrigrohane to 
Victoria Cross), a distance of nearly three 
miles, on which J. 8. Wright set up a 
world’s motor cycle speed record some 
years ago, This road is in perfect condi- 
tion, and should yield very high speeds in 
the car race.

THE BREAKDOWN IN 
PARIS 


———— 


The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:—‘‘Italy has brusquely rejected 
the very reasonable Franco-British pro- 
posals for a settlement of the dispute with 
Abyssinia. In rejecting these proposals 
Signor Mussolini had shown little regard 
for the courtesies: The gravity of the 
Italian decision can hardly be over- 
estimated. “Ttajy has rights in Abyssini, 


and she has grievances against the 
Ethiopian Government. No one has 
attempted to deny that, but there is 


nothing whatever to be said in extenua- 
tion of the methods she has employed for 
the redress of her grievances.”’ 

“Upon Signor Mussolini's ultimate 
decision the future of the League 
depends,” adds The Times, ‘‘and, if 
there is mo League, or only a 
League reduced ‘to ridiculous feeble- 
ness, the peace of Europe will have to 
depend on a new and almost certainly less 
hopeful machinery for the prevention of 
hasty action. For this country the issue 
is extremely grave. For France it is even 
more serious. French foreign policy is 
based on the League. For France, 
naturally concerned for her security in 
the face of a neighbour with nearly double 
her man-power, the League offers much 
the best hope of protection. But if the 
League is to fail, will France risk a 
quarrel with another neighbour, with 
whom she has recently laboriously built 
up an understanding? The French will be 
in. an extremely delicate position at 
Geneva. In this country there will be no 
misunderstanding of the seriousness of the 
occasion. Successive British Governments 
have proclaimed their faith in the principle 
of the peaceful settlement of disputes, 
which is the basis .of the League. There 
can be no question of their sincerity. It is 
the practical common-sense application o! 
that principle that is so difficult. The 
interval between the breakdown in Par's 
and the meeting of the League Council 
at Geneva calls for cool, realistic think- 
ing. The irresponsible enthusiasts who 
advocate unconsidered action without 
regard for the complexities of Europe or 
the legitimate needs and claims of Powers 
with grievances do little service to the 
cause of peace. What should be done to 
find a way of satisfying Signor. Mussolin' 
and, in the dire alternative if he canno' 
be satisfied by reasonable concession, what 
steps should be taken by this country in 
common with all the other Powers of th: 
League, must be carefully weighed without 
irresponsible haste. Great Britain has im- 
— rights in Abyssinia, and they give 
er a special claim to speak. She has an 
even greater interest in the preservation 
of the peace machinery of the League. The 
question of what should or should not be 
done at Geneva if the frail hopes 
of a settlement through the diplomatic 
channels fails is so important that calm 
judgment is essential.”’
